of tho empire, and many have already 
reached him from people in Austria, and 
especially from Bohemia. Tho National club 
of the Austrian reicbsrath, headed by the 
Gorman national deputy, Horr Knotz, has 
also signed a similar memorial of congratu- 
lation.

Vpon entering tiio works tho Ors: 


tiling which strikes ono iu tho arrange 
mciit o[ the puddling furnacos. they to 
iny built so as to form a hollow squaro.

is double—that is, ono 


stack is dividod into two parts, matin, 
two puddling furnaces.

"aquuc^cr," tho train of rolls, and tho 
engine, which latter 
furnishes 
tho 


power to drive the machinery and sup 
plies the blast for tho furnaces.

pig-iron is brought from tho blast fur- 
naces in cars and carts, aud at a certair 
place is broken in halves, weighed, anc 
apportioned to the puddlcrs. 
Tho iron 


is placed into tiio furnaces, a blast ol 
hot air is driven over it by means of a 
fan, and as it molts the puddler stirs it 
continually with a long iron instrument 
called a "puddle tool." 
This process is 


kept up until every vestige of impurity 
has been driven out.

For some years Mr. G, W. Miltimorei 


of Arlington, Vermont, tbe patentee ot 
tho Miltimore elastic, spoke car wheel 
has been at work on a machine for dress.! 
ing metal surfaces, particularly lucomo. 
five drive wheels and car wheels which 
get "out of true" by use and have to be 
dressed so as to be round and of even 
surface, By tho present method of dress_ 
ing with emory wheels only four wheols 
can bo dressed in a day. By Mr. Milti- 
moru's method a wheel can be dressed in 
four minutes, 


Mr. Miltimoro conceived the idea of 


duing this work by attaining no high ve- 
locity iu tbe dressing wheel that it would 
burn off the inequalities. Ke consulted 
emiuont engineers and thuv informed 
him he could not got a greater velocity 
than about 3,1.00 or -1,000 revolutions a 
minute. Mr. Miltimoro bad made calcu- 
lutions, and desired to reach 6,000 revo- 
lutions a minute. Tho mechanical ongi 
neons whom ha consulted laughed at thiu 
and said no wheel could be made that 
would hold together it revolved so rapid- 
ly. But Mr. Miltimoro did not believe 
tine, so ho constructed a wheel about five 
and a liulf inches thick and forty-two 
inches in diameter from gun metal. 
To 


guard against accidents he constructed a 
pit in which to run it aud covered it, so 
that if tho wheel should Hy apart it could 
do no damage, He run the wheel up to 
7.DOO revolutions a mmuta' and it held 
together, but instantly melted the "Bab- 
bit metal" boxes in which the journals ran. 
lie then tried brass journals well oiled,but 
they acltod also. 
Ha used water with 


oil aud that did better, but still the boxes 
would melt. 
Ho then mado a new sort 


of boxes, making them hollow, and so 
arriuging tbem that a stream of cold 
water is constantly pumped into the 
boxen. By this means the boxes are 
kept from burning out, and he finds with 
a sound steel whool he can easily got 
(j,000 revolutions to the minute without 
danger.
